Red Cross week in April, 1917, resulted in $12,815.88 being 
donated to the cause. 

First Bond Issue resulted in a sale of $102,400, Quota, $78,000. 

Upland’s quota in the Second Bond Issue was $98,000 and 
$140,000 worth were purchased. 

Our Y. M. G..A. quota was $1500 and by way of good meas- 
ure $2051 was donated to the cause. 

Upland’s quota in the Third Liberty Loan was $71,000, but 
citizens of Upland purchased $184,700. 

The big Red Cross drive placed Upland’s quota at $3000, but 
the city went over the top five times and a half contributing 
$15,527.42. 

In the War Stamp Drive $54,000 worth was purchased.

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BARRING OUT BAD BUGS

Of course, California performs this 
office primarily in her own behalf, 
but the result is the same. Night 
and day, year in and year out, Cali- 
fornia with her thousand miles of 
sea coast imposes an almost imper- 
vious barrier against the importa- 
tion of injurious insects from both 
the Orient and the Occident. 

California inaugurated her state 
horticultural department in 1885, and 
ever since that time has been ex- 
tending and perfecting it in all its 
i details. Out of a-total of 58 coun- 
ties over 40 have organized horticul- 
tural commissions with the prime 
object of preventing the spread of 
fruit tree pests, and now the func- 
tion of the system has been extend- 
ed so as to deal with the insect ene- 
mies of the farm crops. 

Large Staff of Inspectors 

The state has a horticultural com- 
missioner, insectologist, quarantine 
officer and over 200 horticultural in- 
spectors. Its insectory is located at 
Sacramento, its quarantine office at 
San Francisco, and the work per- 
|formed by the last named is some- 
thing of a revelation. Here are some 
statistics from the report of a re- 
cent year: 589 vessels were inspect- 
ed: 687,924 parcels carried by boat 
and 521,710 by rail were inspected; 
4043 passengers were examined to 
see whether they carried contraband 
material or not; 25,874 parcels were 
fumigated and 2341 parcels were de- 
stroyed as being dangerously infect- 
ed. A large number of quarantines 
have been enforced in California. 
Reaches Out Everywhere 

department keeps tab upon 
all the insect infected sections of 
the world. As a help in this direc- 
tion a map of the world hangs con- 
stantly in the quarantine office and 
upon this are marked and numbered 
all the infected areas of foreign 
lands. Connected with this is a card 
system, with cards corresponding in 
‘number with the numbers employed 
/ upon the map. Each card denotes 
the name of the insect, its host and 
locality. Ag a still further supple- 
|'ment a series of labeled phials con- 
tain the insects themselves, nicely 
preserved and mounted. It is the 
duty of the quarantine officer to 
keep track of all vessels hailing 
from infected regions, and to in- 
spect each as it arrives with special 
reference to the recorded pests. 

All inward shipments, whether by 
boat or rail, are rigidly inspected. 
trowing trees, plants, flowers, bulbs, 
etc., are inspected up to 100 per 
cent. Ordinary fruits and vegeta- 
bles are inspected up to 331-3 per 
cent, while cereals are only inspect- 
ed up to ten per cent. These ra- 
/tios are found to be practically ef- 
ficient. 

Vital Importance of the Work 

In this work of inspection the 
quarantine officers have the coopera- 
tion of government officials, such as 
postmasters, collectors of customs, 
custom ‘house inspectors, railroad 
}and steamboat officials, etc., all of 
|whom have come to realize the vi- 
| tal importance of this insect and 
plant disease blockade. 

The horticultural inspectors are 
mostly young men, who have fitted 
themselves for their high official du- 
ties, not so much by college courses

though just at present the price of 
cloth.is a little too high in years 
when cotton is sold at a normal 
price. The government report in- 

cludes the following information: 
In November, 1913, a tent of to- 
bacco cloth, approximately an acre 
in extent, was erected over a plat 
of 71 Eureka lemon trees in an or- 
chard near Corona, Cal, for the 
purpose of determining its value as 
a protection from frosts. This tent 
was 15 feet high and otherwise was 
constructed essentially in the same 
manner as similar tents over tobacco 

fields in the Connecticut valley. 

Some interesting Results 

From the date of the construction 
of the tent until its destruction by 
a violent windstorm Dec. 26, 1915, 
no serious frosts occurred in, the or- 
chard in which the performance 
record plats were located, so that it 
was impossible to secure any re- 
liable data on the comparative mer- 
its of the tent and the orchard heat- 
ers in the neighboring areas for 3 
| 





protection of lemon trees from 
frost. A large amount of data were 
secured, however, showing the ef- 
fect of shading lemon trees. : 

The average weight of green fruit 
per pick per trees from the 71 trees 
in the shaded plat was 18.56 pounds. 
The average yield of green fruit from 
the 105 trees in the not-shaded plat 
was 11.66 pounds. These data show 
and observations made during the 
picking of the trees confirmed the 
data, that the trees under shade pro- 
duced more green fruits, which us- 


shaded. It is believed that the im- 
proved conditions for growth of the 
trees’ and the fruits under shade 
was largely responsible for this re- 
sult. 

Improved Conditions 

The average yield of tree-ripe fruit 
from the 71 trees in the shaded plat 
was 1.11 pounds per tree each pick. 
The average yield of tree ripe fruit 
from the 105 trees in the not-shaded 
plat was 5.20 pounds per tree. each 
pick, This decrease in production of 
inferior tree-ripe fruit from the 
shaded plat was probably due, in 
part at least, to the better growing 
conditions under shade than was the 
case outside. 

The average yield of cull fruits 
from the 71 trees under shade was 
0.29 pounds per tree. The average 
lyield of the cull fruits from the 105 
itrees in the not-shaded plat was 
| 0.60 pounds. The smaller yield of 
cull fruits from the trees under the 
| shade was probably due to the im- 
| proved conditions for tree and fruit 
growth, including the protection af- 
forded by the tent from high winds 
jand the burning rays of the sun.
